Meanderings 
By W osh Fayette 


When you enjoy the many corn 
forts of the present day home, it 
would be interesting to pau'f for a 
few moments and look back at the 
primitive household furnishings in 
the pioneer log cabins and e v e n 
tome of the later homes. 
When the pioneers came into Fay* 
atte County they brought compara- 
tively little with them over the 
mountains to establish their homes 
in the wilderness. 
Virtually a l l household furnish 
togs were crude and strictly home 
made out of timber cut from the 
forests in "clearings’ which contin­ 
ued to grow from year to year as 
more timber wa* felled and burned 
to make room for the plow 
Cabins, with the cracks between 
logs filled with clay, had puncheon 
floors, consisting of sections of logs, 
two to three inches thick, split and 
smoothed with ac ax 
Tables were also made from split 
logs, with split wooden leg' insert­ 
ed in holes bored or burned into 
the table proper. 
Chairs were made along the same 
lines as tables, from native timber 
Beds also were home made of wood 
from the forests They were crude 
but substantial. 
Door hinges wore of wood, as well 
as the latches and bars. A leather 
thong attached to tike wooden latch 
inside the door, extended through a 
small hole, and hung outside, so 
that the door could be opened readi­ 
ly by pulling the string and push­ 
ing on the door. 
Wooden bowls, carved out of sec­ 
tions of logs from the surrounding 
forest, and wooden forks and spoons 
added to the kitchen equipment. 
Cooking was done in the open 
fireplace, usually in large iron pots, 
and m dutch ovens, and "spiders" 
or long handled skillets. 
Table ware was meager, and 
wooden plates and dishes were 
made while the more fortunate used 
pewter plates and scant C h i n a - 
ware brought horseback over the 
mountains. It was a real tragedy 
in those days when a dish was 
broken. 
Light was furnished by grease 
lamps and candles, and food con 
listed of a few staples, such as 
meat from the wild animals of the 
forest, or pork, corn meal, parched 
corn, beans, wild fruit, and a few 
vegetables, possibly milk and but­ 
ter, although many did not have 
milk available.

IN HIS SPEECH Mikoyan rap 
ped Stalin on several counts: 
1. He declared the former pre-1 
mier’s writings ignored the history

2. He assailed treason charges 
Stalin brought many years later 
against the one-time heroes of the 
j 1918 Bolshevik Revolution. 
S.( He declared Russian foreign 
policy had become active, flexible

At that time he also referred to 
Stalin's works as "a treasury of 
ideas" and said that in the books 
I "Comrade Stalin illuminates our 
life with the light of science." 
Mikoyan shouted "glory to the 
j great Stalin" at the end of his 
1952 speech.

Meanderings 
By W osh Fayetto 


When you enjoy the many com 
forts of the present day home, it 
would be interesting to pause for a 
few moments and look back at the 
primitive household furnishings in 
the pioneer log cabins and e v e n 
some of the later homes. 
When the pioneers came into Fay­ 
ette County they brought compara­ 
tively little with them over the 
mountains to establish their homes 
in the wilderness. 
Virtually a ll household furnish­ 
ings were crude and strictly home 
made out of timber cut from the 
forests in “clearings*’ which contin­ 
ued to grow from year to year as 
more timber was felled and burned 
to make room for the plow. 
Cabins, with the cracks between 
logs filled with clay, had puncheon 
floors, consisting of sections of logs, 
two to three inches thick, split and 
smoothed with an ax. 
Tables were also made from split 
logs, with split wooden legs insert­ 
ed in holes bored or burned into 
tfee table proper. 
Chairs were made along the same 
lines as tables, from native timber. 
Beds also were home made of wood 
from the forests. They were crude 
but substantial. 
Door hinges were of wood, as well 
as the latches and bars. A leather 
thong attached to the wooden latch 
inside the door, extended through a 
small hole, and hung outside, so 
that the door could be opened readi­ 
ly by pulling the string and push­ 
ing on the door. 
Wooden bowls, carved out of sec­ 
tions of logs from the surrounding 
forest, and wooden forks and spoons 
added to the kitchen equipment. 
Cooking wras done in the open 
fireplace, usually in large iron pots, 
and in dutch ovens, and “spiders” 
or long handled skillets. 
Table ware was meager, and 
wooden plates and dishes were 
made while the more fortunate used 
pewter plates and scant Ch i n a - 
ware brought horseback over the 
mountains. It was a real tragedy 
in those days wdien a dish was 
broken. 
Light was furnished by grease 
lamps and candles, and food con­ 
sisted of a few staples, such as 
meat from the wild animals of the 
forest, or pork, corn meal, parched 
corn, beans, wild fruit, and a few 
vegetables, possibly milk and but­ 
ter, although many did not have 
milk available. 
I know you will agree that there

Stalin Rapped 


At Congress 


Of Communists 


Soviet Deputy Premier 
Makes Attack On 
Once-Revered Leader

Joseph Stalin took a dramatic turn 
today as the Russian press and 
radio loosed a direct blast against 
the once revered leader. 
The unprecedented attack ap­ 
peared in the text 
of

swinging speech by 1st Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan at the 
20th Congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist parth. 
The speech, 
which 
denounced 
Stalin's 
political 
and 
economic 
writings by name, was not printed 
until more than 48 hours after Mi 
koyan spoke. This indicated party 
leaders gave careful thought be­ 
fore releasing it to the public. 
Following the lead of the party 
chief Nikita S. 
Khrushchev 
and 
others in the 
Soviet 
hierarchy. 
Mikoyan extolled the merits of col 
lective leadership. 
Khrushchev, w-ho took over Sta 
lin’s post as the party’s first secre 
tary, set the tone of the Congress 
it. his 50,000-word keynote speech 
Tuesday when he blasted the one 
man rule idea. 
• • • 
IN HIS SPEECH Mikoyan rap­ 
ped Stalin on several counts: 
1. He declared the former pre­ 
mier’s writings ignored the history 
of the last two decades and called 
for new teachings on communism 
2. He assailed treason charges 
Stalin brought many years later 
against the one-time heroes of the 
1918 Bolshevik Revolution. 
3. He declared Russian foreign 
policy had become active, flexible 
and calm after Stalin's death in 
March, 1953. 
The veteran Armenian Commu­ 
nist’s attack 
pinpointed 
Stalin's 
books, 
“Economic 
Problems 
of 
Socialism in the 
U S S R .” 
and 
“The History of the Communist 
Party in the Soviet Union, a Short 
Course." 
Mikoyan took issue with one 
passage dealing with the United 
States, Britain and France. He 
declared Stalin’s assertion “af­ 
ter the world market has broken 
up. the volume of production in 
these countries 
will contract,” 
was incorrect and could hardly 
help the Soviet cause. 
“We 
must 
note.” 
he 
added, 
“that several other lines of eco­ 
nomic problems, 
after 
seriously 
considering them, require that our 
economists 
should 
study 
them 
deeply and review them critically 
from the Marxist-Leninist point of 
view.” 
This differs considerably 
from 
the 
views 
Mikoyan 
expressed 
about Stalin’s writings at the party 
Congress in 1952. 
On that occasion he declared the 
work “lights up with Stalin’s gen­ 
ius both the great historical path 
we have traversed as well as the 
road toward a more and more tan­ 
gible Communist future.” 
At that time he also referred to 
Stalin’s works as “a treasury of 
ideas" and said that in the books 
“Comrade Stalin illuminates our 
life with the light of science.” 
Mikoyan shouted “glory to the 
great Stalin" at the end of his 
1952 speech.

Mutiple Farrowing 


Doubles Hog Income 


It is possible to double your in 
come, yet work fewer and shorter 
hours, by switching to multiple far­ 
rowing as an Iowa farmer has done 
Raymond Laabs of Kossuth Colin 
ty, Iowa, started ll years ago with 
200 hogs a year and twice-a year 
farrowing. Now he has 1,700 hogs a 
year in a 7-times-a-year farrowing 
program The story behind his suc­ 
cess is told in Successful Farming 
magazine. 
Only one hired man is needed 
now, the same as when he raised 
only 200 to 500 pigs The reason 
Laabs says in the article, is that 
he markets all the pigs as feeder 
pigs.

There is evidently a growing threat ot 
serious controversy being fired in this 


c o u n t t v. a n d n o w being triggered by some 
m em b e rs of Congress over the issue of 
ti ade being carried on extensively by 
Great Britain with Communists. 
Particularly the m a tte r of trade 
in 
which Great Britain is reportedly sending 
strategic materials to Russia, is causing 
a heavy rumble of’ criticism 
WVh a vigorously fought political c a m ­ 
paign expected this year, this m atte r of 
the United States extending extensive help 
t t England while thai country helps itself 
with trade with the Communists, raises a 
lot of debate and it is hard to reconcile 
era notion's approval with its expressed 
attitude of the past. 
That Great B utein has reportedly ob­ 
tainer: approval of shipments to Russia of 
power generators and other machinery 
hitherto con idered strategic was first re­ 
vealed v c r v rec» ntlv.

Probably a good ca se can be m ade for 


the relaxation of trade restrictions in this 


instance but most people will say that any­ 


thing at all which helps the Communist 


econom y is indirectly helping them to pre­ 
pare for war. In this instance the gener­ 


ators could be used to power atom and 


hydrogen bomb plants. On the other hand 


they could furnish pow er for the m ilking 


m achines on collective farm s. 
The basic question is whether we should 
cease all com m ercial relations with the 
Communists, t h u s increasing Cold War 
tensions, or whether to adopt a middle 
ground. The difficulty is determ ining what 
constitutes a m iddle ground that will be 
helpful.

Criticism Over England's Communist Trade 


There is evidently a growing threat ot 
serious controversy being fired in this 
country, and now being triggered by som e 
m em bers of Congress over the issue of 
trade oeing carried on extensively by 
Great Britain with Com m unists. 
Particularly the m atter of trade 
in 
which Great Britain is reportedly sending 
strategic m aterials to R ussia, is causing 
a heavy rum ble of criticism . 
With a vigorously fought political cam ­ 
paign expected this year, this m atter of 
the United States extending extensive help 
to England while that country helps itseif 
with trade with the Com m unists, raises a 
lot of debate and it is hard to reconcile 
our nation's approval with its expressed 
attitude of the past. 
That G reat Britain has reportedly ob­ 
tained approval of shipm ents to Russia of 
power generators and other m achinery 
hitherto considered strategic w as first re­ 
vealed very recently. 
The U. S. Senate Investigations Com­ 
m ittee plans to m ake public the details of 
these transactions. 
A ctually ’’ esc could be peacetim e 
a s 


well as strategic goods. That will hardly 
deter the opponents of all trade with the 
Com m unists, however. Particularly will it 


cut a c r o s s Republican lines with the 
Knowland-M cCarthy wing of the party 
protesting loudly over yielding to British 


pressure for widened trade. 
Probably a good case can be made for 
the relaxation of trade restrictions in this 
instance but m ost people w ill say that any­ 


thing at all w hich helps the Comm unist 
econom y is indirectly helping them to pre­ 
pare for w ar. In. this instance the gener­ 
ators could be used to power atom and 
hydrogen bomb plants. On the other hand 
they could furnish power for the milking 


m achines on collective farm s. 
The basic question is whether we should 
cease all com m ercial relations with the 
Com m unists, t h u s increasing Cold War 
tensions, or whether to adopt a middle 
ground. The difficulty is determ ining what 
constitutes a m iddle ground that will be 
helpful.

Difficult To Handle Little W ars 


The great powers can prevent 
World War III but they can do 
practically nothing about the lit­ 
tle wars because they do not 
know' how to spank the little 
nations. In the old days, that is, 
before World War I. ail problems 
could t<e solved by the Brinsh 
Navy or by the American Ma 
rines or by 
some 
such 
force 
which went into a country and. 
literally made it behave. T h a t 
was called “the white man’s bur­ 
den” in those days; now, it is 
called colonialism. It had the ef­ 
fect of neutralizing the weak ard 
backward nations by m a k i n g 
them dependent upon the great 
and powerful nations. For such 
dependence the big nations al­ 
ways charged a fee. 
For instance, the British ran 
the customs service and the salt 
gabclle for China. The Chinese 
did not like that because it de­ 
prived China of sovereign rights, 
but the Chinese treasury got the 
money and was able to meet its 
obligations. The British did well 
by themselves, loo. So did evciy- 
body else. Since China ñas V en 
engaged in little wars, nobody has 
been doing well, and shoe kingly 
enough, China has been entrap­ 
ped with a new kind of colonial­ 
ism under the aegis of Soviet 
Russia 
The same thing is true in the 
Middle East where the various 
Arab countries did pretty well 
when they were run by Turkey. 
Then, after World War I, the 
British were in a managerial po 
sition in most of those countries, 
with the French trying to man 
age Syria. Then these countries 
got completely on their own and 


became involved in little wars 
The little wars are all over lit 
tie issues which could be settled 
if any of these countries really 
wanted to settle them — water 
rights, refugees, etc. 
Most ol 
these problems could be settled 
by money payments. 
But na 
tionalism requires little wars to 
stir the morale of the people... So 
the little wars continue. 
The. great liberal minds that 
dominate the world today are 
sure that they can always solve 
great problems by doctrinaire 
repetitions of fixed ideas. For in­ 
stance, while they advocate a 
limited sovereignty for the United 
States, they stimulate nationalism 
among the weak and backward 
nations. They are not conscious 
of their paradox, for that would 
require a sense of 
humor. 
So 
they belabor the American con­ 
servative who says that he is not 
opposed, to France holding Alger­ 
ia or Portugal holding Goa. They 
regard anyone who thinks that 
way as a deadly reactionary, but 
they do not get excited about the 
Russians holding Turkestan or 
the little 
wars 
made by 
the 
pathans or the utter waste of life 
in the whole series of wars in 
Asia and Africa since 1945. 
None of the little wars solve 
anything. Before I went on this 
adventurous experience in the 
hospital, I was asked to make a 
selection of my writings since 
1935. So I went into the scrap­ 
books to see what a fellow could 
have done over a period of 20 
years. Some of the pieces were 
quite interesting, but what im­ 
pressed me most was that since

1938. the world has been dealing 
with the saíne problems. Millions 
have been, killed, a civilization 
that stood for nearly 2.000 years 
has been challenged; standards 
of taste and conduct have alter 
ed altogether — but no basic po 
litical, geographical, econom i c 
or philosophic roblem has been 
solved. 
1 read somewhere that a. great 
revolution had taken place in the 
United States between 1934 and 
1954. I think it was Harry Tru 
man who wrote that. To some 
extent Harry Truman is correct;

conditions of great and l i t t l e 
wars.
